The  approximately  16,038  square  foot  (sq.  ft.),  square-shaped  project  site  is  located  on  a block  bounded  by 
Union  Street  to  the  north.  Green  Street  to  the  south,  Franklin  Street  to  the  west,  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  to 
the  east  in  the  Marina  District.  The  project  site  is  currently  occupied  by  an  approximately  28,000  gross- 
square-foot  (gsf)  development  comprised  of  an  approximately  20-foot-tall,  two-story,  50-room  motel,  and 
a surface-level  parking  lot  located  in  the  motel  courtyard  that  provides  roughly  30  parking  spaces.  The 
motel  was  constructed  in  1955. 


The  proposed  project  would  include  demolishing  the  existing  structure  and  constructing  an 
approximately  four-story,  40-foot- tall  (49  feet  with  staircase  and  elevator  penthouses),  100-room  hotel 
with  street-level  access  provided  on  Union  Street.  In  addition  to  the  approximately  42,860  gsf  hotel,  the 
proposed  project  would  include  an  approximately  31,900  gsf  two-level,  below-grade  parking  garage  with 
space  for  approximately  60  vehicles.  In  order  to  accommodate  the  garage,  the  proposed  project  would 
include  excavation  to  a maximum  depth  of  approximately  20  feet  below  grade.  The  proposed  hotel  and 
parking  garage  would  result  in  an  approximately  74,760  gsf  development. 

PURPOSE  OF  NOTICE: 

The  project  is  being  studied  by  the  Planning  Department's  Environmental  Planning  Division  to  determine 
its  potential  environmental  effects.  No  environmental  documents  have  been  issued  for  this  project.  Public 
comments  concerning  the  potential  environmental  effects  of  this  project  are  welcomed.
